THE FALLEN STOMACH 


This is the sequel to another talk I got off the 


other day under the title "The Stomach Lies Low." 
If you have a low stomach or Just a mean one, 
you had better not read this one unless you have 
already and thoroughly digested the other one. One 
gteat drawback about being cramped into a little 
two by four corner here like this Is that I have to 
tell some of my best storlea in little driblets with 
iong intermissions and a good deal of repetition to 
refresh the mind of any reader who^may possibly 
happen to look this corner over the second time.

Harris, many victims of that modem convenience, 
the X-ray, come to the doctor with a ready made 
diagnosis of "fallen stomach" and some have even 
been led to believe that it calls for an operation, 
a kind of human tatting or crocheting whereby the 
stomach Is stitched up where, according to an old 
theory, It belongs. This operation called gastropexy, 
is the most uncalled for operation in all surgery, in 
Dr^ Harris' Judgment.

Br. Chapman observed the position of the
